Formosa  Offers 
Real  Challenge

The  dominant  religion  of  the 
people  of  Formosa  is  Buddhism. 
There  are  three  main  divisions 
among  the  people: 

1.  The  tribes  people  who  lire  in 
the  mountains  and  whose  religion 
is  filled  with  superstition. 

2.  The  Formosians  who  are  Chi¬ 
nese  who  have  come  from  the 
mainland,  during  the  last  50  years, 
er  before  and  who  are  very  strict 
in  their  observance  of  the  Budd¬ 
hist  faith. 

1.  The  Chineee  who  have  come 
from  the  mainland  since  the  war, 
whose  Buddhist  faith  is  little 
more  than  a  form  and  curiom. 

Prior  to  World  War  n  the  Eng- 
tiadi  and  Canadian  Presbyterians 
were  about  the  only  ones  who  had 
done  any  significant  m  1  ■  ■  1  e  n 
work  on  the  island.

“As  moderator  of  our  associ¬ 
ation  (New  South  River  Associ¬ 
ation)  durin  gthe  past  year,  I  have 
had  numerous  contacts  with  our 
churches  and  pastors,  and  I  have 
come  to  see  the  relation  of  the  pas¬ 
tor  and  his  congregation  in  a  new 
light.  I  believe  that  If  tlie  pastor 
can  have  the  op|>ortunity  to  attend 
the  state  convention,  the  Southern, 
Baptist  Convention,  and  other  de¬ 
nominational  meetings,  it  will 
greatly^  add  to  his  usefulness  to 
his  people  and  to  the  denomina¬
